SAUCER LANDS IN L.A. FARE 

Los Angeles-UP-Oct. 12-A Los 
Angeles man reported seeing a fly¬ 
ing saucer land in MacArthur park 
and "a little man in a white suit 
get out." 

A truck then came and carted away 
both the saucer and the little man, 
the observer said. 

He would have taken the truck's 
license number, he said, except 
that the fog closed in and he 
couldn't see any more.

In the December issue of "Weird 
Science-Fantasy," a comic book pub¬ 
lished by the Fables Publishing Com¬ 
pany of New York, the editors have 
challenged the United States Air 
Force. 

The cover of the magazine shows an 
artist's conception of a flying sau¬ 
cer and in large letters proclaims, 
"Special Issue] S.C. Challenges the 
U.3. Air Force with this illustrated 
factual Flying Saucer Report.- Doc¬ 
umented Evidence] Names-Places-Dates- 
Quotes." 

On the inside of the cover they 
explain, "Up to now, E.C. has dealt 
with "The Flying Saucers" in a fic¬ 
tional manner, weaving stories around 
reported sightings. This time we 
have laid "Fiction" aside. This time 
we have used only 'Actual Facts."' 

Their challenge reads as follows: 

"Of the hundreds and hundreds of 
cases collected for this report, we 
have ignored any that did not come 
from competent trained authorities. 

We have used only those sightings 
reported by Army and Civilian Pilots, 
Scientists, Technicians, and in one 
instance, that of an ordained mini¬ 
ster. 

"All statements in this report sur¬ 
rounded by quotation marks are ver¬ 
batim accounts from authentic sour¬ 
ces. 

"'What we have done here is attemp¬ 
ted to show the inconsistencies and 
incongruities of the Air Force's 
wavering attitude toward this per¬ 
plexing problem. 

"We believe that the public has 
been confused...that the facts have 
been muddled... that there is much 
more to the 'Flying Saucer' than the

Since receiving your first is¬ 
sue I read a book about the flying 
saucers. It is called Aboard a 
Flying, Saucer by Truman Bethurum. 
This book claims to be non-fiction 
and a.true account of factual ex¬ 
perience. This last statement is 
a great shock to me, for I have 
never read anything more ridicu¬ 
lous. It isn't even a good yarn; 
but the thing that worries me is 
the fact that publishers think noth¬ 
ing of calling a book a true account 
of factual experience. 

There have been many wonderful 
imaginary stories written and they 
didn't have to call them "factual' 1 
to make them good. It seems to me 
that publishers and writers are 
stooping to an all-time low when 
they write something like this 
Aboard a Flying Saucer and claim it 
to be factual. In all the 10 or 12 
visits this author had with the 
crew and captain of this saucer, 
never did he make a serious attempt 
to prove what he saw. 

I call it a weak imagination itfhen 
this author describes these visitors 
in terms of "buttons, belts, buck-

It is far 
from convincing. 

I wonder if the group now staging 
a campaign against terror comic 
books would call the special "flying 
saucer issue" of "Weird. Science- 
Fantasy" (p.lc.l) another evil maga¬ 
zine which can only result in cor¬ 
rupting the minds of our modern 
youths. 

In a letter appearing on the edi¬ 
torial page of the October 8th 
Detroit Free Press, a Birmingham 
man tells how, after attending the 
Desmond Leslie lecture, he has come 
to the conclusion that flying sau¬ 
cers are being "bested by clever 
sorcerers."

social betterment enunciated long 
ago by the Son of God."

THE AUTHOR: Major Keyhoe is a re¬ 
tired member of the U.5. Marine 
Corps. He has worked closely with 
the U.S. Air Force agency investi¬ 
gating the saucers. In a letter to 
the publishers, Albert M.> Chop, the

NOT SAUCERS! 

Forth Worth, Texas-AP-Oct. 10-Any 
mysterious white balls or flashing 
lights seen moving across the United 
States every day from now to Dec. 15 
high in the air, will have no con¬ 
nection with flying saucers, the Air 
Force announced. 

They will be 37-foot plastic bal¬ 
loons, released near Tracy, Calif., 
and designed to rise to 38,000 feet 
where winds of 28 to 110 miles an 
hour will float them east. 

Timing devices will explode the 
gas-filled bags after two or three 
days' travel, and 300 pounds of "ex¬ 
perimental equipment" will parachute 
to the ground, to be turned over to 
the nearest air base by anyone dis¬ 
covering them.

Several months ago in Detroit a. 
group of interested citizens got to¬ 
gether and formed what is probably 
the fastest growing organization in 
the country, the Detroit Flying Sau¬ 
cer Club. 

Their attendance record runs as 
follows: July 9th, 250; xiugust 19th, 
450; September 22nd, 8 50; September 
28th, 1335. The last three meetings 
have been SRO. 

Approximately July 1st it was an¬ 
nounced that a group of sincere in¬ 
dividuals were seeking interested 
persons to form the club, which 
would function by itself, independent 
of any organized body then existing 
in Detroit. 

The purposes of the club as stated 
then were (1) to spread, enlighten 
and share in programs dealing basic¬ 
ally with information pertaining to 
Flying Saucers; (2) to attend, when¬ 
ever possible, regular periodic pro¬ 
grams wherein local neighborhood 
leaders, chairmen and members could 
comment on sightings, exchange ideas 
and in general become aware of the 
Saucer picture as it is presenting
